The same increase from east to west as 
is noticed in our comparison of freight 
rates applies with almost equal force to 
the rates for passengers and express. 
From Halifax to Montreal the passeng- 
ers rate is $14 fora distance of 848 
miles arate of .0165 per mile. From 
Winnipeg to Calgary for a similar dis- 
tance the rate is .0405, a difference of 
.0240 or nearly 24c per mile. The 
rate from Calgary to Edmonton is 5e 
per mile, a difference of nearly 3$c on 
the rate from Montreal to Halifax and 
we pay also rather more than 1c per 
mile over the rate from Melita to Win- 
nipeg. Going east from Winnipeg to 
Montreal we find a difference of over 
2c a mile as against the Edmonton rate 
from Calgary. This high rate retards 
trade and the settlement of the 
country, and in addition to the high 
rate the passgenger accomodation is of 
the poorest description. Tthe passenger 
cars would not be tolerated on any 
eastern line. The service of only two 
trains per week prevents many who 
would otherwise visit Northern Alberta 
from coming in and seeing the resources 
of the country and its natural advant- 
ages. At present a visitor arrives late 
at night and must go out again early 
next morning or stay for three days ;a 
length of time which is out of the 
question with the average traveller.
